As the Messenger goes to press a 
report is being circulated that acre­ 
age in the vicinity of the Keystone 
well is being pooled and a trade wi-1 
be made with a drilling company to 
sink two wells north and south of the 
Scott-Hunter hole, work on which is 
now at a stand-still, awaiting result 
of a trade pending between owners 
of the well and a number of land 
and lease owners. Reports of the for­ 
mation man, said to be one of the 
best known and most successful ex­ 
perts in the state, is most favorable, 
the gentleman claiming that in his 
opinion, the Keystone section is tho 
best proposition he has ever seen in 
the southwest. 
This man has been 
the chief geologist of one of the coun­ 
try's biggest oil company’s, and his 
report has caused a stimulating effect 
in the lease market, a large num ber 
of acres being leased the past week 
by parties in Wichita Falls and Burk­ 
burnett. 
The Keystone has been a disap­ 
pointment to the owners of the well, 
and long faces are in evidence in 
Decatur. 
The hole is now down to 
the dept of the first well drilled 
which was jammed, and the promised 
gusher has not made its appearance.

Seriously, 
thoughtfully, consider the one item of trade. 
Barter and trade are 
the foundation principles of progress— historically, nationally— all 
the way down the scale of diminishing entities to the local neigh­ 
borhood, the town, the store. 
Trade is the vital principle, the sap 
of life; 
the having of it has made nations, towns and cities glorious 
and rich; 
the loss of it has lead to decadence, rottenness and 
annihiliation. 
Decatur has suffered an injury that is immeasurable, inflicted 
by its own citizenship in the loss of patronage that the town is 
entitled to. 
Itemized and presented concretely, the details of truth 
are that we have sent our dollars in a stream to fatten the coffers 
of Fort Worth, Dallas, Kansas City, St. Louis and the great wealthy 
marts where the mail order houses reside. 
And in the doing it, we 
have been slowly drawing the life-blood of our town. 
It is not the 
least sensational to say that our attitude of indifference, of neglect, 
is as surely and slowly strangling the town as if a giant anim al 
enemy had its iron clutches at the town’s throat. 
Shall we not amend our ways? 
In the future shall we not, when 
we have a purchase in mind, have a second thought as to where we 
shall bestow it— in Decatur or some other more fortunate m an’s 
home town? 
The argument is not altogether against the people. 
A consid­ 
erable percentage of our practices of merchandising is responsible 
for its share of the untoward conditions that exist. The public w ant! 
a fair deal; 
is going to have it if it can! 
It wants goods on a basis 
of cheapness with other marts. 
Decatur merchants acknowledge 
this— know them to be essential parts of every and any commercial 
transaction— and there is a manifest disposition on the part of the 
Decatur merchant of the future to accord the essentials of cheapness, 
convenience, consideration of the purchaser’s rights and his feelings 
and all the other requisites for holding the patronage of the town 
and the country. 
In the meantime, ponder this cold fact, merchants and citizens 
alike: 
Trade is the support of our schools, our churches, each and 
every essential of our better and our higher interest. 
Unless we, as 
a town, can husband and maintain ou trade, we might as well call 
off our aspirations, our ideals of becoming a town in earnest; 
might 
as well get out of the running, and swiftly. 
This does not mean 
merchants alone; 
it means all— everybody. Our Interests are Inter­ 
locked that way. 
We all go down or up together! 
Loyalty is demanded of the Decatur citizen of the future. 
It 
is no less easy to cut the throat of the town by the denial of its 
dollars of trade than with a sharp and pointed knife!

According to a government gin r e ­ 
port published last week, the boll 
weevil has bitten a twenty to twenty- 
five thousand bale chunk out of the 
annual cotton crop of Wise county. 
We all know, of course, that it is a 
great public calamity— a sheer loss 
of two million dollars annual reve­ 
nue, roughly estimated— the chief 
cause of the hard times we’ve heard 
so much about and experienced so 
keenly. 
W hat’s to be done about it?

Exclusive of poisoning and fertiliz­ 
ing, it is probably true that numerous 
Wise county farmers will utilize the 
other methods of cultivation recom­ 
mended. 
The one item that stands 
;> chance of being overlooked is that 
of using fertilizers, and this in face 
of the positive belief of many good 
authorities that 
fertilizers in 
the 
future will be absolutely essential to 
the growing of profitable cotton crops 
in Wise county. The boost principles 
of fertilizers aid -wonderfully to help 


a struggling cotton crops beat the 
boll weevil to a yield that is worth 
picking.

Under this plan the company 
will take all the Bridgeport produc­ 
tion that the vicinity can offer and 
return the farmers the benefit of the 
valuable skimmed-milk.

Give quick and constant cultivation 
to hasten maturity.

.arsenate 
on crops that will make a 
quarter and a half hale an acre. 
Lesser yields will not repay the ex­ 
pense of the poison.

I cotton in the presence of the boll 
weevil.

Impoverished lands have got to be 
returned to production by the means 
j of terracing and the plowing under 
I of green crops of any kind. 
Good 
hard-surfaced roads threading the 
country and the existence of a dairy 
and poultry industry already estab­ 
lished will tend to the re-settling of 
the abandoned farms. 
As respects the varieties that is a 
problem that surely can be handled, 
the necessity for a change from poor 
to better varieties once being under­ 
stood and acknowledged. What kind 
of cotton will prove profitable 
plant in the future? 
Certainly those 
that are wanted in the general mar­ 
kets. 
The half-and-half variety is 
not wanted; 
that is a foregone con­ 
clusion. 
Half-and-half is a 
short 
staple cotton of poor fiber, and the 
general market is going.to put th<> 
taboo on cotton growing communities 
that continue to put it out. 
We wish we had more light on 
what kinds of cotton it would prove 
the most profitable for Wise countv 
farmers to grow. 
The lack of this 
knowledge places an extra stress on 
the Importance of the two variety 
demonstrations that will be made in 
Wise county by the Decatur Motor 
Company. 
One of these will be near 
Decatur on the black land farm of 
George Jamison; 
the other 
near 
Bridgeport on the sandy land near 
the Decatur-Bridgeport road. 
Eacf 
demonstration will include also a 
fertilizer and power farming test. 
Books and records will be kept on 
the entire proposition, and the facts 
will be revealed to the public. 
Farm ­ 
ers are urged to keep themselves 
fully informed of the various stages 
of 
this 
public 
spirited 
effort 
to 
d e d u c e facts of vital importance to 
Wise county’s farming Industry. 
Fertlizer is now' available to all 
farmers who want to use it the pres­ 
ent season. 
Lillard & Company at 
Decatur are arranging to put out a 
supply at cost and on fall terms to all­ 


good farmers wrho want to make a 
use of the material on their own 
crops. 
The boost properties of fer­ 
tilizers tend to the maturing of the 
crops before the big swarm of weevils 
bas a chance at them, or to speak 
more accurately, they hasten a large 
portion of the crop to mature a n i 
harden its bolls in advance of the 
big general attack. 
Farmers gen­ 
erally ought to make a trial of the 
fertilizers this year. 
It is nearly a 
demonstrated 
truth 
that 
fertilizer 
will have to be used in the future if 
Wise county returns to the time of 
its former big yields.
